Commissioner Haight, of Atlanta, is here 
working to getin an amendment to the defi- 
ciency bill to appropriate $14,000 to pay the 
deputies who served under Marshal , Fitzsim- 
mons during his term of office. The deficiency 
bill is now in the senate, and the Georgia sen- 
ators will probably introduce an amendment 
to carry out Mr. Haight’s purpose when it 
comes before that body for discussion.

THE SENATE’S WORK. 


Discussing the Fisheries Message—Action on 
the Fortifications Bill. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—The senate re- 
umed consideration of the president’s retalia- 
tion message, and Mr. George proceeded with 
the speech which he began yesterday. 7 

In reply to the assertion made by Mr. Ed- 
munds in his speech last week that the presi- 
dent had the right to suspend the operation of 
section 3006 of the revised statutes, which 
Allows the transit of goods between the United 
States and Canada without the payment of 
duty, Mr. George argued that if the president 
were to undertake to suspend the operation of 
that section, he would be assuming an auto- 
cratic power denied to him by the constitution, 
and possessed only by some potentates in 
Europe and Asia. 

The president could not abrogate the solemn 
enactment of congress, absolute in its terms 
and without any contingency whatever. 

Mr. Cullom addressed the senate on the same 
subject. He asserted that the retaliation mes- 
sage might be fairly taken as evidence that 
even the president had become satisfied that 
the treaty was a mistake. To retrieve what he 
had lost by that mistake, the president had 
launched out into a broader sea, and would 
find himself in deeper water than ever before, 
and with greater dangers threatening to over- 
take him. It might be regarded as Mr. Cleve- 
land's long delayed letter of acceptance of the 
democratic nomination for the presidency, be- 
cause it betrayed clearly his anxiety for an- 
other term of office and his fear that he would 
not be elected. 

THE FORTIFICATION BILL. 

The senato then proceeded to consideration 
of fortification bill, and with the amendments 
recommended by committee on appropria- 
Lions. 

The first amendment was the insertion of a 
new soction providing for a Supervisory board. 
After some discussion it was modified and 
agreed to. 

Other amendments were agreed to, as fol- 
lows: Increasing from $200,000 to $500,000, 
the item for torpedo and for harbor defense; 
Striking out the words ‘‘For machine guns’’; 
Striking out the appropriation for aluminum 
bronze field guns; bbe nes the appropria- 
tiou for cannan and carnages from $400,000 to 
$500,000; inserting an item of £100,000. 
for examining, testing and experimenting with 
pneumatic or other dynamite guns; striking 
Out section 3 for completing and testing cer- 
tain specified guns; reducing the appropria- 
tion for the erection or purchase of a gun fac- 
tory and machinery at Watervliet arsenal, 
West Troy, N. Y., from $750,000 to $550,000, 
and striking out, in connection with the item, 
the words “‘in accordance with the recommen- 
dation of the gun foundary board of

THE HOUSE AT WORK. 


Difficulty in Securing a Quorum—The Wil 
son Substitute Reoprted. 

Wasnincton, August 30.—The speaker 
laid before the house a letter from Represen t 
ative Tracey, of New York, resigning his mem 
bership of the committees on Pacific railroads, 
and coinage and weights and measures. The 
resignation was accepted. 

Mr. Davidson, of Florida, introdaced a bill 
tosubdivide the internal revenue collection 
district of Florida. Referred. 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, from the commit- 
tee on judiciary, reported a bill authorizing 
writs of error ia criminal cases to the Unite 
States supreme court. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, in the chair, 
on the Oklahoma bill. 

The pending amendment was that offered by 
Mr. Anderson, of Iowa, providing that hon- 
orably discharged soldiers and sailors of the 
war of the rebellion shall be permitted toenter 
lands ia the proposed territory without the 
peymast of the purchase price provided for by 
the pw, a 
After some time had been spent in securin 
a quoram the amendment was rejected, 7 
to V2, 

The committee rose informally in order to 
allow Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, to report 
from the committee on foreign affairs, the sub- 
stitute for the Wilson retaliation bill, and he 
gave notice that he would call it up 
for consideration on Saturday next. Mr. 
Springer hoped that members of the house 
would appreciate the importance of the sub- 
ject sufficiently to be in their seats while it 
was considered. The bill, was ordered printed 
and recommitted, and Mr. McCreary stated 
that it would be reported back on Saturday. 

The committee on the Oklahoma bill then 
resumed its sitting. The entire afternoon was 
consumed in an unsaccessful effort to secure a 
quorum to vote upon the amendments offered, 
and without action the committee rose. 

Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, asked consent 
to haye the retaliation bill made the special 
order for Monday, instead of Saturday, but 
Mr. O’Neill, of Missouri, objected on the 
ground that Monday was suspension day. 

The house then adjourned. 


UNANIMOUSLY REPORTED. 


The Bill to Grant the President the Power 
He Asked For. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—The committee 
on foreign affairs today, Mr. Belmont presid- 
ing, received the report of the sub-committee 
on the retaliation bull. 

The chairman said in these questions the 
committee had always acted without regard to 
partisanship, and he hoped it would continue 
todoso. lie refered to the fact that the bill 
introduced by himself two years ago, .contain- 
ing a restrictive railroad provision, had been 
adopted by the house almost unanimously, 
though the railroad section was subsequently 
stricken out in the senate. 

The committee today unanimously adopted 
the amended bill reported by the sub-com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Belmont having been absent when the 
consideration of the subject was begun, he ex- 
premey the opinion that it would be prones for

“A bill to empower the president to carry out the 
urposes of anact to authorize the president of the 
Inited States to protect and defend the rights of 

American fishermen, American trading, and other 
vessels in certain cases, and ior other purposes, ap- 
proved Marci: 3, 1587. 

Be itenacted, etc., That whenever the president 
may deem it bis duty to exercise any of the powers 
given to him by an actentitled ‘‘an act to author- 
ize the president ofthe United States to protect and 
defend the rights of American fishing vessels, 
American fishermen, American trading and other 
vessels in certain cases, and for other purposes,’’ ap- 

roved March 3, 1587, it shall be lawful for the pres- 
dent, in his discretion, by proclamation to that ef- 
f-ct, to suspend, in whole or in part, transportation 
across the territory of the United States, in bond 
and without pxyment of duty, of goods, wares and 
merchandise imported or exported from any for- 
eign country from or to the British dominions in 
North America. 

Sec. 2, That whenever the president shall be sat- 
istied that there is any discrimination whatever in 
the use of the Welland canal, Saint Lawrence river 
canals, Chambly canal, or either of them, whether 
by toils, drawbacks, refund of tolls, or otherwise, 
which is or may be detrimental to the interests of 
the United States orany ofits citizens, it shall be 
lawful for the president in his discretion to issue a 

roclamation to that effeci, whereupon there shall 
e collected a toll of twenty cents per ton upon ever 
foreign vessel and her cargo passing irousk 
either Sault St. Marie canal or Saint Clair flats 
canal, and the secretary of the treasury may author- 
ize and direct any of the customs officers to -collect 
the tolls levied under this act, or the president 
may, in his discretion, when he is satisfied there is 
any such discrimination, prohibit the use of said 
canals to any such foreign vessei. The president, 
when satistied that such discrimination has ceased, 
may issue his proMamation to that effect, In his 
discretion, whereu}on the tolls authorized by this 
act shall no longer be coltected, and said prohibi- 
tion, if ordered, shall cease. 

Bection 3. That the secretary of the treasury is 
authorized to make auy regulations needful to carry 
this act into effect. 

At only one point was there anything like a 
difference between the democratic and repub- 
lican members. This was upon the proposi- 
tion coming from the republicans that courtesy 
to Great Britain required that it should be 
notified that article twenty-nine of the treaty 
of Washington had been practically nullified 
and abrogated upon the refusal or denial of 
the rights of American citizens in Canadian 
ports. Upon this proposition there was a di- 
vision on party lines resulting in its defeat by 
a vote of five to six. | 

When the question camé up on ordering a 
favorable report on the substitute bill, how- 
ever, there was not a negatiye vote. The re- 
publican members do not expect that bill will 
meet with any opposition from their side of the 
house when it js called up, although the propo- 
sition which was rejected today may be re- 
newed and may serve as basis of some speeches 
in which the position will be taken that the 
president already has sufficient power to do 
what he desires in the way of retaliation.

The Republican Senators Caucus and Dis- 
cuss the Situation. 

WASHINGTON, August 30.—The republican 
senators held a conference at Senator Ed- 
munds’s residence this evening from half-past 
seven to nearly midnight. It was well at- 
tended, and the tariff was the only subject 
considered. 

Senator Allison said to a group of reporters 
at midnight that the details of the bill had 
been discussed and that a harmonious conclu- 
sion had been reached in regard to every issue. 

“You can say, gentlemen,’’ he continued, 
‘that we shall report the bill within ten days, 
if possible. Let’s see; this is. Thursday. We 
shall report it probably on Monday or Tuesday 
week.’’

Weshall continue 
hearing diligently for the next few days, and 
then, if possible, report the bill at once. That 
is all that I am at liberty to say.’’ 

‘“‘What about the president’s message ?”’

| MISSES THE. ISSUE. 
Strenuous Efforts ofa Republi- 
can Henchman 


TO DELUDE . THE .WORKINGMEN, 


‘He Professes to See Nothing tut Protection 
and Free Trade, in the Presidential 
Camptign—His Letter. 


Wasnixaton, Angust 30.—Senator Quay, 
of Pennsylvania, chairman of the republican 
national committee, has farnished for publica- 
tion a long letter from Charles H. Litchman, 
general secretary of the Knigh‘s of Labor, of- 
fering his services in any position or capacity 
where they may be desirable or be thought to 
be most useful in securing the success of Har- 
rison and Morton. 

This letter is a straighout argument for pro- 
tection. He does not sign his letter officially, 
nor does he state in terms that he speaks for 
his organization nor offer anything beyond his 
individual efforts, but he asserts that the suc- 
cess of the démocratic party would be the 
most serious blow that organized labor could 
possibly receive.

Lear Sif—My connection "Eo the aot nee 
for te past fourteen years, has made it necessary 
for bg io be a close saa pt ofthe courses of labor 
depression and of the softhose who toil. : 

V-bile as a body, labor Organizations may refrain 
from active participation in politics, so much of 
whatorganized labor demands must be obtained 
through legislation that the individual member of 
labor organization ‘must act politically as in his 
judgment will best aid the aims and objects ex- 
pressed inthe principies of the organization he 
represents and whose success he desires. 

In the gigantic political struggle now begun, side 
issues count as nothing except to aid or h nder one 
of the principal combatants in the’ political arena. 

However sincere may be ‘the advocates of the 
measures to secure which these .separate political 
organizations are formed, and whatever strength in 
votes may be shown at polls, the fact remains that 
the candidate of either the republican or demo. 
ciatic party will be the next president of the United 
States. Therefore, to him who hasthe good of his 
country and the welfare of her people at heart, 
the necessity exists to choose to which of 
these two old Sary organizations shall be given his 
aid, either directly or indirectiy, by voice or vote, 

While it may be that neither party offers all that 
the labor organizations desire, I believe that the re- 
publican party, in sdopting and advocating the 
American systemof encouragement and protection 
to labor and wages of our own land, is nearer the 
declarations und desires of organized labor than its 
free-trade opponent, the democratic party. The 
conflict is between the American system, as repre- 
sented by the republican party, which would tuster 
and encourage the labor of our own people and re- 
tain for them the markets und wazes of our own 
country, and the British system as represented by 
the democratic pa'ty, which would break down 
the barriers of protection and throw open our home 
market to the productions of foreign tactones and 
foreigi labor, thus making idle our own toilers and 
reducing to a lower level the standard of American 


Wagon, 

When the Knights of Labor and kindred organ- 
izations shall have obtained in forelgn lands the 
game commanding position and iniluence enjoyed 
in the United States the inequality in wages will 
disappear—not by leveling our wages down, but by 
leveling their wages up. It is far better to 
level up than tolevel down, aslarger the increase, 
larger the power to Consume, 

Until the equalization can be accomplished, and 
until the wages of labor abroad sha]jl equal those at 
home, there must be a proper restriction of immi- 
gration, so that our land may _ not be the dumping 
ground of pee per and degraded labor of the balance 
ofthe world, This restriction, supplemented by a 
continnation of the thorough, systematic 


in idea ot- protection” to Américan i:ber, 
cannot fail to secure for our people the best results of 
their toil and by our exauipie left the labor of the 
whole world to a higher and better plan of exist- 
ence. 

Whichever party wins, something uiust be done 
to regulate more strictly th's bnportation of foreign 
labor under contract, and the immigration of pau- 
pers and dependents, Ifnothing should be done, 
then democratic success would mean not oniy free 
trade in goods made by pauper labor, but the im- 
portation of both labor and the goods. While, un- 
der iree trade, goods may be cheaper to the con- 
sumer in certain lines, labor made idle in these 
Hines must turn to other means of employment, and 
thus, by competition, compel a lower rate of wages 
to those already employed therein. 

The power of the workingman to consume de- 
pends upon what he receives for his labor. Unem- 
ployed, bis power to consume, except on clarity or 
theft, ceases. 3 

I prefer that America should he the land of work- 
ers rather than the Jand of thieves and paupers. 
What is true of the Individual is equally true of tie 
nation. 

The primary elements of national wealth and 
national prosperity are production, distribution and 
consumption. Whatever affects the power of labor 
to consume affects the entire interests of the nation. 


Whatever lowers the wages of labor 
affects its power to consume, An ay- 
erage reduction of seven per centum on 


the cost of goods imported will not compensate 
American labor for the loss of one hundred per cen- 
tum in wages in the lines affected and of from ten 
to fifty per centum in wages in the line ot employ- 
ment by substitution of free trade for protective 
system. 

I hold it to be far wiser statesmanship to build up 
and retain our home market by a system that pro- 
tects American iabor than to command a market in 
foreign lands secured by_ the wholsesale degrada- 
tion and pauperization of our own people. Every 
dollar’s worth of labor value imported is, by so 
much, a reduction of the home laborer’s wages. 
This axiom is not offset by the deciara- 
tion that there are more goods in the 
imported dollar’s worth. The position of the pro- 
tectionist is rather strengthened by such specious 
presentation of the matter, because.the question is 
then instantly foreed upon every intelligent man. 
How can the American labor earnadoliar, if the 
industry ih whica he is experienced is transfered to 
foreign lands? 

The theory of the principle advocated . by the re- 
publican party is the same as the underlying princi- 

yle upon which all labor organizations are founded. 
Ihe riend to organized labor that believe in or- 
ganization as means to enhance and main- 
thin wages cannot consistantly er? the 
party that applies this to all labors, 
and of protection from unfair competition that the 
individual trade organization gives to the trade. 
Trade organizations do aid in advancing wages in 
their respective trades, and the protection system 
demanded by the republican party will secure for 
all toilers in the land a similar fosteringcare. That 
thisis clearly understood by most of the thinking 
leaders of organized laboris proved by the declara- 
tion recently made in favor of the American sys- 
tem and home market by the presiding officers of 
the organizations representing the iron and glass 
industries of the United States, 

There is no better organization of any one trade 
than the Amalgamated association of iron and steel 
workers. There is io trade more thoroughly organ- 
ized or better disciplined than that of window glass 
workers, nor one in which higher wages are paid, 
The warnings of the officers representing those 
trades against free trade are very siguiiicant and 
should be heeded. 

A careful consideration of all these facts con- 
vinces me that the present is a grave crisisin the 
political affairs of our country, and I have no right 
to remain silent. My position as general secretary 


of the Knights of TIabor has given me 
an intimate knowledge of the Va- 
rious phases of the labor question, and 


from the knowledge thus gained, I don’t hesitate to 
Say thai the triumph of the democratic party, nom- 
inated by intolerance in the south and British free 
trade sentiment in the north, would be the most 
serious blow to organized labor it could possibly re- 
ceive. I cannot remain inactive in such a conflict. 
Therefore, to you and your associates on the na- 
tional republican committee, as representatives of 
the republican party, I offer my services in any po- 
sition or capacity where they may be desirable or 
be thought most useful toaid in securing the suc- 
cess of Harrison and Morton, the representatives in 
this campaign of the American idea of protection 
to American labor.

NEGRO KUKLUX 


Killa Negro for Deserting the Union Labor 
ae Party. 

Loyavinw, Tex., August 30.—(Special.]— 
About 2 o’¢lock this afternoon Deputy Sheriff 
Walker Reynolds returned from his search for 
the body of Harrison Spencer, the local colored 
politician, wko was forcibly taken from his 
home a few nights ago by a masked band of ku- 
kiux, supposed to be composed mainly of mem- 
bers of bis own race because he had deserted 
the unien labor party, which is very strong 
among the negroes of east Texas, and an- 
nounced his intention to support the republi- 
can presidential ticket and the democratic 
state and local tickets. : 

Reynoids reported that he had found 
Spencer’s' body about three and a half miles 
from this place, on the west bank of Harris 
creek. 

No sooner had the news spread than one 
hundred citizens, white and black, started to 
the scene. The dead man was found hanging 
from a limb, about tifteen feet from the ground, 
with @ “hree-eights cvtton rope around his 
neck. Jigs hands were tied behind him, and 
the cord? yere drawn so tightly that they cut 
deeply into the flesh.

An Unruly Convict Killed by a Guard at the 
Missouri Penitentiary. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., August 30.—[Spe- 
cial. |—Jchn Riley, an unruly and desperate 
convict, whe has infringed the rules of the in- 
stitution tine and again,and who has attacked 
shop guards on several occasions, met his fate 
this evening at the hands of Joseph Gresham, 
a guard in the shop of the Glesecke Boot and 
Shoe company, at the penitentiary. 

Just attemthe whistle had sounded for the 
men to resume work after the dinner hour, 
Riley assaulted the guard,knqcking him down, 
striking him a number of heavy blows in the 
face and kigking him several times while he 
wason the oor. After struggling a few min- 
utes, Gresh@m regained his feet, and drawing 
a revolver, shot his assailant twice. The first 
shot lodgedin Riley’s breast, inflicting a fatal 
wound. After receiving this wound he turned, 
and the sfcénd shot lodged in his back. He 
sank to the floor and expired in a few minntes. 

The Cole county authorities were notified of 
the killing. 

The coroner held an inquest, which brought 
out the f4cis as stated. It was shown by the 
eviderics of foreman and convicts that Riley 
Was a <x gerous character, but no cause can 
be assigneo< for his attack today, unless it was 
to get gar dyer for Gresham’s baving reported 
him forcisep/ ine at sume previous time. The 
coroner’s jury returned a verdict that the kill- 
— justifiable. 

tiley was sent up from Davies county No- 
vember 25, 1855, for twelve years for burglary 
and larceny. He was twenty-one years old, of 
magnificent|physique, being fully able to handle 
several men of ordinary stature. His mother, 
whe resides at Alton, Ill., was notified of his 
death. Gresham bas been employed as a guard 
at the prison for six years, and possesses great 
nerve and coolness.

THE REPUBLICAN MINORITY

Gallinger has completed his minority report

printing committee into the administration of 
government printing office. The report is 
very long and bitterly critical of Publie

It al- 
leges that Benedict discharged union

printer, and that he has by false figures and 
statements imposed upon congress and the 
country. 

The report defends Round’s administration 
as honorable, conscientious and able and in 
conclusion declares that enough violations of 
the law and evidences of incompetency been 
shown by testimony to warrant the immediate 
remoyal from ofiice of T. E. Benedict, the 
present public printer.

The publication in the mornin 
paper in regard to the alleged Til treatment o 
ladies at Pablo Beach was referred to, and dis- 
cussed pro and con. by members of the com- 
mittee, members of association, and citizens 
generally, but no final action was taken, 

The chairman of the Pablo board of health 
commission, however, promised to look into 
the matter and take measures to prevent any 
recurrence of the brutal treatment, if any had 
occurred. 

Dr. Henry Robinson stated that he was not 
alarmed, but desired action be taken as to the 
expediency of adopting measures 

TO DEPOPULATE THE CITY, 
and offered a resolution covering that sugges- 
tion. 

Mr. McQuaid stated that the executive com- 
mittee had that idea in view when they 
charged President:Daniels with|the duty of se- 
curing through transportation to points south 
of Memphis and Wilmington, and that the 
committee proposed to urge all persons to leave 
town as soonasthey had places of refuge to 
open tothom and the means to get there. 

After some further remarks, Dr. Robinson 
accepted an amendment to his resolution, 
which was adopted, and reads as follows: 

Resolved—That it is the sense ofthis meeting of the 
executivejcommittee that as many families as pos- 
sible be urged to speedily leave the city, and that 
the executive committee be charged to carry 
out this purpose as quickly as they can make the 
necessary arrangements. 

Dr. G. Troup Maxweil was introduced by 
Mr. McQuaid, and suggested that the commit- 
tee request the board of health to do away with 
yellow flags because of the depressing efiect on 
the well and dangerous influence on _ the sick, 
and said that inasmuch as the disease was now 
epidemic, segregation was practically useless. 

Mr. P. E. McMurray stated that he thought 
the segregation of the sick had done much to 
yrevent a spread, and that he thought it was 
howdy advisable for this auxiliary association 
to take any action other than to refer the mat- 
ter to the board of health through the confer- 
ence conimittee, which was done. 

A communication from J. B. Dunn and a 
copy of Columbia county board of health regu- 
lations were referred to the conference com- 
mittee for the board of heaith. The committee 
then adjourned. 

The Times-Union this afternoon received 
the following telegram from its Waycross cor- 
respondent: 

Waycross, Ga., August 30.—Surgeon Hutten has 
informed me that no person can pass through Way- 
cross today who comes from any infected district, 
He had received this order from Surgeon-General 
Hamilton.

The convention will 
exclude refined sugar, molasses and glucose 
coming from countries that have not signed 
the convention. Parties to the convention 
may be exempted from its operations by giving 
ayear’s notice under certain conditions, — 
Austria-Hungary reserves the right to examine 
the matter further. Brazil agrees with the 
principle that reserves formal adherence te 
the convention until it is finally adopted. 
Denmark objects to the molasses clause. 
Egypt adheres to the molasses clause. 

The signatory powers are Great Britain, 
Germany, Austria-liungary; Belgium, Spain, 
Italy, the Netherlands aud Russia.

A Negro Killed by « Kattiesnake—The Rep- 
tiles on the Increase. 

Mapisow, Ga., August 30—[Special.J—As 
James Campbell,a most worthy, humble negro 
of this county,was working in the fields near the 
home of Reuben Rogers, he heard the weil 
known ‘song’ of the dreaded rattlesnake. 
He advanced upon the monster with stick in 
hand, and struck him a blow, and, ashe 
thought, killed it. Thinking the reptile was 
dead, the negro advanced closer gto him, 
when the snake struck hima blow upon the 
hand, burying his fangs in his flesh. The ne- 

ro gave up the fight and ranto the home of 
teuben Rogers and told him what had hap- 
pened. Having no whisky, Mr. Rogers 
ran about three-quarters of a mile to his near- 
est neighbor’s to procure some, When he re- 
turned with the liquor the negro was_ speech- 
less. He mattered most intense agony, and 
this morning at six o’clock he died. 

It is supposed that the suake escaped, as he 
could not be found. Jones was a most humble 
negro, about forty-five years o}d, and his death 
is regretted by a large number of white 
outs. 

On yesterday morning, Lon Martin, a negro 
who lives on Colonel F. C. Foster’s Buckhead 
place, brought to this city a very large rattle- 
snake confined in a box. He captured the 
monster by means of a long stick and a string, 
but says he fought manfully before he could 
be confined. The monster’s rattics could be 
heard for blocks awsy, and crowds of men 
thronged around his cage to see him. He was 
turned loose onthe publicsquare, and Mr. 
Legare Foster killed iim with an ax handle. 

These two incidents have caused the subject 
| of ‘‘snakes’’ to be generally discussed in this 
city, and several true incidents were related, 
which promeely will bear repetition 

As Mr. Anthony Faunin was driving along 
the public road which leads from Madison to 
Eatonton, he passed two little negrves, who 
called out: 

‘‘Mr. Fannin, here’s a snake!” 

He alighted, and, as he did.so, he heard the 
hum of the rattles of America’s most deadly 
reptile, and it fairly made his hair rise upon 
his head. Looking in the direction of the 
sound, he saw the monstér coiled 
up ready battle in a little 


gully near the le got a fence rail 
and killed him. .- was alarge one, measur- 
ing four feet, and hadanumber of rattles. 

Mr. P. B. Woodward is the boss snake killer 
of thiscounty. Hehas brought to this city a 
number of rattlers which he has killed this 

ear. One large one was caught between the 
blades of his mowing machine, as he was cut- 
ting hay, and was cut in pieces. He says there 
is a very large one on his farm which he has 
been trying to find, but has failed so far, 
only having seen his trail a nuutber of times. 

Snakes of all kinds are said to be alarmingly 
on the increase in this county. Many people 
attribute their increase in numbers to the 
stock law, as no hogsrun atlarge. Hovzs are 
the worst enemy of the snake and devour 


them when and wherever found. Not only is 
the rattler to be dreaded, but we have the 
highland moccasin, a reptiloto be dreaded al- 
most as much as the rattlesnake. One of 
these snakes, a large one, was killed by a little 
daughter of County School Commissioner W. 
H. Gocroft in his yard the other day. The lit- 
tle girl heroically chopped the reptile’s head 
off with a hatchet. 

Dr, G. B. Knight says he has never yet seen 
@ case where a person was bitten by a rattler 
that they recovered. Whenever he hears of 
one’s recovery he says he doubts its being a 
ruttlesnake bite, but the bite of some other 
spake.

Which Caused Some Excitement 
in Macon. 


A Keport That There is a Case of Yellow 
Fever at the Corbett House Proves 
Without Foundation. 


Macon, Ga., August 30,—[Special.]—There 
is not a case of yellow fover in Macon, all] re- 
ports to the contrary notwithstanding. 

There has not been a case here at any time 
during the Florida attack. 

There are no indications now existing to 
lead any one to believe there will be any yel- 
low fever in Macon this season. 

It was reported tothe board of health last 
night that Mr. Cum Thomas, a well-known 
young manof Macon,ason of Colonel J. A. 
Thomas, and employed in the office of Mr. 
Henry Horne, lay sick with a genuine case of 
yellow fever at the Corbett house. The board 
was not disposed to believe that it was a veri- 
table case of yellow fever,and the press was 
requested to make no mention of it 
until the case had been thoroughly examined 
by competent physicians, and if these physi- 
cians declared Mr. Thomas to be sick with 
yellow fever the board resolved that the public 
should be made acquainted with the fact. The 
board knew that Mr. Thomas had not been 
to an infected district. On Saturday night he 
went to Salt Spring and returned to Macon 
last Monday sick, and as his mother was in 
Atlanta on a visit, Mr. Thomas went to the 
Corbett bouse, a hotel kept by his uncle, Col- 
onel FE. C. Corbett, and went to bed. The 
board were aware that Mayor Price and emi- 
nent physicians of the city declared and main- 
tained that the health of Macon had been ex- 
cellent, and its genera! sanitary condition was 
in good order. Therefore they had no reason 
to belieye that Mr. Thomas was really a vic- 
tim of yellow fever. Yetin order that their 
full duty might be done in the premises, and 
that the public might have no cause for criti- 
cism, and that no undue alarm might be given, 
the board and Mayor Price resolved at tho 
meeting last night that the case should be 
fully examined this morning. 

Accordingly, Drs. Ferguson, Mettauer and 
Hall and City Physician Walker went to the 
Corbett house and made a close inspection of 
Mr. Thomas. They examined him carefully, 
and then wrote the following 

CERTIFICATE: 

This is to certify that the case reported as yellow 
fever iu the Corbett house is a case of malarial tever 
from which there is no dauger of contamination. 
Upon an examination of the case this morning the 
patient is free from all fever and is comparatively 
out of danger.

And thus is exploded the absurd and abso- 
lutely ridiculous rumor that Mr. Thomas was 
sick with yellow fever.

Dr. Ferguson furnishes the following for 
publication : 

CARD FROM DR. FERGUSON. 

Macon, Ga., August 30, 185a.—1n justice to myself 
and the public at iarge, permit me through your 
columns, to state some tacts in connection with the 
report circulated that I had a case of yellow fever at 
the Corbett house. Tle laws of the board of health 
requires each physician to report all contageous dis- 
eases under penaity of —— to the chairman. Thig 
case coming under my observation, aroused a sus- 
picion in my mind from what I had seen of the dis 
ease, and the critical period we are now in, that it 
was obscure, and required to be carefully watched for 
development; for there is no man familiar with the 
disease, whocan alwdys and immediately deter- 
mine its true character, andsostatedto the chair- 
man of the board of bealiii that I had a case of 
suspicious character; but had his promise to refrain 
from any expression until such time as I could 
more fuliy determine the nature of the malady. 
After its respective variations and development, I 
was in doubt and could not give any pgsitive opin- 
ion, and last night asked for further time, promis- 
ing to report this morning. Lastnight fully con- 
vinced me that I had a case of malarial 
fever, and so reported this morning. Had I 
not had the welfare of the community at heart 
I should not have had any care or regard for their 
future; but knowing how grave an error has 
been committed, and bow liable we are to the con- 
tagion, I felt it my duty to take such steps as would 
free me from all blame should such a calamity be- 
falius. 1576 ought to convince any reasonable pyr. 
son of the danger of ourown situation now, while 
we arein such close connection with infected dis- 
tricts, andcommend rather’ than condemn any 
effort made for the protection of the public against 
the second introduction of the plague amongst us.

ANOTHER ABSURD RUMOR. 

There was another ridiculous rumor in cir- 
culation this morning, to the effect that Mr. 
Henry C. Taylor, the well-known baggage- 
master at the East Tennessee depot, was at 
home very sick with yellow fever. This report 
was as equally groundless as that concerning 
Mr. Thomas. It is true that Mr, Taylor had 
been coniined at home a day or two somewhat 
indisposed, but his attack was short and he is 
almost himself again. In fact, while people 
were standing on the street corners discussing 
the yellow fever sickness of Mr. Taylor at his 
house, who should pass along the streets, 
pleasautly bowing to his acquaintances, but 
this same Henry Taylor. He was en route to 
the depot to discharge his regular duties of 
checking baggage, etc., and there he remained 
as long as business hours lasted today. The 
farce of the thing was laughable, absurd, pre- 
posterous. 

LEAPED FROM THE CAR. 

Inspector Webb, of the East Tennessee train 
arriving here last evening, reports that when 
the train reached Stratton’s brickyard, near 
Macon, adirty buck negro, supposed to be 
from Florida, on being told that he would not 
be allowed to stop at Macon, leaped from the 
train while 1t was going at the rate of twgrty- 
live miles per hour and violently struck the 
ground and was doubled up in a heap, and was 
still lying on the ground when the train passed 
from sight of him.

This bagging 
Jooks well, and, it is claimed, will mect all re- 
quirements. It is manufactured in this state, 
where pine straw is so abundant.

Agents at 
Raleigh say they willirsure it covered with 
cloth, or Alliance bagging, as itis popularly 
called, but say they do not know how soon 
their companies may forbid them to insure it 
when so covered.

It is impossible at this juncture not to feel 
some degree of pity for Candidate Harrison. 
It is sad enough that he should be smothered 
by his grandfather's hat; it is bad enough 
for the Chicago Tribune to insinuate that 
his “other grandfather’ was a thief and 
that Candidate Harrison himself might have 
been a burglar; but worst of ail is the fact 
that Brother Blaine, the republican Bull of 
the Woods, is pursuing him in the rear with 
fierce snortings and bello vings. 

The situation is such that if Brother Blaine 
continues in his matchless career of blun- 
dering, poor Candidate Harrison will be 
driven out out of the race before the end of 
September. He is moving in that direction 
now, and hecuts a pitiable figure, indeed, 
ashe dangies by his suspenders from the 
horns of the Bull of the Woods. Neverthe- 
less all democrats will wish Brother Blain¢ 
wellin his efforts to destroy whatever chance 
for victory the republican party may have 
had. In weakening and crippling his party 
he is doing a job that will have a glorious 
result—showing that even hyprocrisy may 
have its uses. 

Brother Blaine’s attitude on the fisheries 
question will do as much damage to the re- 
publican cause as his views on trusts. In 
one case as in the other he has repudiated 
the declared policy of his party, and all the . 
organs report him with applause and enthu- 
siasm. Jt is natural that the republican 
Bull of the Woods should be bold; it is nat- 
ural that he should be blunt; and in his 
 gpeechifying tour in Maine he is giving his 
party a taste of the rare and statesmanlike 
qualities that caused his defeatin T5s4. 

Brother Blaine is carrying on a campaign 
in his own peculiar style. It is a campaign 
full of bluster, bellows and blunders. When 
he was secretary of state under Garfield, he 
strove carnestly to inaugurate a jingo policy 
that would have involved the country in 
trouble with some of the South American 
republics. Ile wasin for war atany cost 
on the ground that the United States ought 
to make their influence felt on this continent. 
The Bull of the Woods had on his war- 
paint, and was anxious for ascrimmage. 

But just now, in order to cripple the -re- 
publican party and defeat Harrison, he de- 
clares that the fisherics question is merely a 
a local dispute confined to the interests. of 
Gloucester and Halifax. He announces, and 
his announcement seems to fire the hearts of 
the republicans, that it is nota national is- 
sue atall. And yet, in the face of this, the 
republican senate has just rejected a con- 
peryative treaty on the ground that it did not 
properly mainiain the rights and privileges 
of American fishermen, 

President Cleveland, regarding this rejec- 
tion from a non-partisan point of view, fol- 
lowed it with a message in which he pro- 
poses to maintain the American theory and 
to see to it that Americans have their rights. 
The bull of the Woods declares that the 
fisheries question is a dispute between Glou- 
cester and Halifax. President Cleveland, 
on the other hand, says that the rights of the 
Gloucester fishermen are American rights, 
and that they must be protected by the 
power of the government. 

The treaty has been rejected. What will 
follow if congress fails to carry out the sug- 

gestions of the president’s message? There 
will be two results—the outrages inflicted 
by the Canadian authorities on American 
vessels and American fishermen will not 
only continue, but will increase; and the 
eyes of the people will be opened to the fact 
that the republican party is in favor of a 
distinctive and an aggressive American 
policy only when they may be able to gain 
votes by it. 

Last Monday evening, the great republi- 
can Bull of the Woods made one of his vig- 
orous campaign speeches at a little town 
named Waterville. In the course of his 
remarks he said he did not believe that con- 
gress would yratify the president. He 
thought, moreover, that the people would 
direct the fisheries question to be carried 
over to the next vear, or until after the 
presidential election. 

In this the great republican Bull of the 
Woods has bluntly exposed the purpose of 
the senate in rejecting the treaty. The 
treaty was a conservative settlement of the 
whole question. It was on this ground that 
the senate rejectedit. The republicans said 
it was too conservative—too peaceful—and 
sothey made a party affair of it. Then, 
when the president, accepting their view of 
the matter, proposes a policy of vigorous re- 
taliation, the republicans rush to their holes 
with Joud cries of alarin. 

But none of them were bold enough, until 
the Bull of the Woods made the announce- 
ment, to declare that the fisheries business 
is a party question that must be left to the 
republican party to settle. This is one way 
of dealing with the matter, but it is not by 
any means the American way. For his 
boldness and his bluntness, democrats ought 
to congratulate the great republican Bull of 
the Woods,

The Farmers and the Bagging: Trust. 

In all the advice we have given the farm- 
ers on the subject of the bagging trust, 
there is one thing to be taken as a matter of 
course. 

Every farmer whose cotton is pledged for 
a debt, or who owes a debt to his merchant 
or his factor, based on his cotton, ought not 
to delay getting that cotton to market one 
day later than will suffice to meet his objli- 
gation. 

It would not be just to do this, and it 
would be very poor policy. Under the sys- 
tem of farming that prevails in the south, 
credit is an absolute necessity to the farm- 
er. Asarule he cannot get thiscredit from 
distant money centers, but must rely on his 
merchant at home. The amount of money 
he could save on the bagging for his cotton, 
even if he forced the trust into dissolution 
by delay, would not begin to pay him for 
the loss of confidence that would develop in 
his merchant towards him. Even if the 
merchant’s confidence was unimpaired, the 
failure of a large number of the farm- 
ers to bring their cotton to market in 
time to meet their obligations would so 
cripple the merchant that he would not be 
able to give them credit. when it was needed 
again. 

In short, the interest of the merchant and 
the farmer are identical. What cripples 
the merchant today must cripple the farmer 
tomorrow, and the farmers who withhold 
their cogon from market until the credit of 
their local merchant isimpaired, bave just to 

hat extent crippled themselves. We are in 
earnest in our protest against the bagging 
trust, and believe that the farmer can get 
relief from its extortions by. legitimate 
means. But to withhold his cotton from 
market, when that cotton is pledged for 
debt, and when liis merchant has incurred 
liabilities on the faith of his promise, would 
be an illegitimate method of fighting the 
bagging trust, hardly better than the un- 
scrupulous methods of the trust itself, and 
would bring on the heads of the farmers 
andthe merchants of this section ®f the 
country generally much greater evils than 
will result from the extortion threatened by 
the bagging trust. Letit once be under- 
stood that the farmer intends to protect the 
merchant who earlier in the season protect- 
ed him, so that the merchant can in turn 
protect his credit in the larger cities, and 
the farmers will find the merchants will 
join hands with them in the effort to break 
this unscrupulous monopoly, and restore 
the price of bagging to an honest basis. No 
man can profit by neglecting to take all the 
means in his power to pay a debt honestly 
incurred, especially when he knows that the 
man who has obliged him will suffer seri- 
The merchants and the 
farmers can all make common cause in this 
just struggle. [or either the farmer or the 
merchant to do anything to cripple the 
other, would be the height of folly, anda

The Rise and Fall of Ben Harrison,. or 
What Killed the Republican Candidate, 
would be an interesting text for a political 
treatise at this time. Such a subject offers 
ample scope for treatment, and if properly 
handled would make a valuable chapter of 
the history of the day. 

Probably the deadest party in American 
politics at the present time isthe republican 
party, and General Benjamin WUarrison is 
probably the deadest man én that party.

OLD TIMES. 


Interesting Talk With Hon. Tim- 
othy M. Furlow. 


The Secession Convention of 1860—Uow the 
Delegates Signed the Ordinance—Tri- 
angular Fight for Governor. 


The visit of the distinguished Georgian, 
Hon. Timothy M. Furlow, of Sumter county, 
to Atlanta revives old memories. 

Mr. Furlow is in his seventy-fourth year. 
He still enjoys excellent health and is one of 
the best preserved men in the state. His 
mind is clear and bright as of old,jand he talks 
most modestly and interestingly of the days 
that are gone. 

Mr. Furlow entered public life in 1541. At 
that time he resided in the county of Bibb and 
made the race for the legislature, which he 
easily won. He made an excellent representa- 
tive, and in 1842 his friends in Bibb pressed 
him for the position of state senator.. In 
those days each county in Georgia was enti- 
tled to one senator. His opponent was Wash- 
ington Poe, at that time one of the ablest law- 
yers in the state. 

Thero were no nominations. Both candi- 
dates went before the people, and the canvass 
an exciting one. Mr. Furlow was elected by 
a good majority and made one of the best sen- 
ators who ever represented old Bibb. 

In 1819 Mr. Furlow removed to Sumter 
county, where he became one of the largest 
and most prosperous planters in the state. 

There, in 1860, he took partin oneof the 
warmest campaigns which has ever been 
fought in the county of Sumter. Heran on 
the secession ticket asa candidate for the 
great convention held the same year, and 
which voted Georgia out of the union. 

Three strong secessionists, one of whom was 
the lamented Willis A. Hawkins, made the 
race against three co-operationists. It was a 
determined fight, and stirred the good people 
of Sumter as they had never been stirred be- 
fore. 
The secession ticket won a signal victory, 
and Mr. Furlow heard all the great debates 
and witnessed all the stormy scenes of the 
famous state secession convention of 1860, 

He said, yesterday: ‘It was one of the 
largest and ablest bodies of men ever held in 
the south. Among the members were Thomas 
R. R. Cobb, Alexander H. Stephens and Ben- 
jamin H. Hill. AJ) of these gentlemen took a 
conspicuous partin the debates. Hill and 
Stephens were strong for co-operation, and both 
won great distinction by their able utterances. 
But tomy mind Tom Cobb was the master- 
spirit of the convention. He was the chair- 
man of the committee to revise the constitu- 
tion, and filled that responsible place with the 
greatest ability. He did not speak often, but 
every speech which he made commanded the 
closest attention of the intelligent body, and 
had a telling effect. Cobb was a wonderful 
man. I have never seen an orator of finer 
presence, and a better or abler man never 
lived in Georgia, or, I had almost said, any- 
where else. There was a charm 
in his voice and manner, a_ dignity 
in his presence, an inspiration in his eloquence 
that was simply irresistible. No man in that 
body weilded so great an influence, asthe re 
sult showed.” 

‘And you carried ns out ?”’ 

“Yes, we seceded. I was astrong secession- 
ist then—so strong that 1 haven’t got over it 
yet. I felt that we were right, you know—and 
I stillthink so. I can’t help it, and wouldn’t 
help it if I could,” and Mr. Furlow smiled 
pleasantly. 

“Do you remember the majority by 
the secession ordinance was carried ?”’ 

‘Let me see—I think it was about sixteen 
votes. Ne—the vote was not made unanimous. 
There were several of the delegates who did 
not sign the ordinance. One of them, I re- 
member, was William Simmons, I think from 
Gwinnett. I don’t think the delegates from 
Montgomery county signed it, either. I can’t 
recall their names.’’ 

‘The ordinance, you Know, was introduced 
by Eugenias A. Nisbet, of Bibb, one of the 
ablest members of the body. After its adop- 
tion, it was transcribed upon parchment in the 
most beautiful manner. The handwriting was 
exquisite. I have never seen a prettier docu- 
ment in my long hfe. It was then placed 
upon the speaker’s desk, and the delegates 
filed up the aisle by counties and signed it. 
It was at first thought that it would take 
only a few hours tosign the ordinance. But 
t took about three days.” 

‘Why so?” 

“Well, there were several hundred men you 
know and they all took their time about it. 
They took the greatest pains in attuching their 
signatures. It was a matter of pride and 
honor you see. A number of them bought the 
finest pens and holders that could be found and 
after writing their names preserved them as 
mementos of the great occasion. Iam satisfied 
that many of these pens are still held as heir- 
looms in Georgia families.”’ 

“By the way,” said Mr. Furlow suddenly, 
‘Tl wonder where that ordinamee is now. I 
haven’t the slightest idea.. I would like so 
much to know, for I have great curiosity to see 
it once more. 

‘Tsn’t it among the archives of the state?’ 

‘Possibly, but I don’t know. Perhaps some 
of the readers of TH CONSTITUTION can tell 
where it is, You can inguire through the 
press. I believe that many people in Georgia 
will share fny desire to know what has become 
of Georgia’s famous secession ordinance.’’ 

In 1863there wasa triangular contest in 
Georgia for the governorship. 

The Milledgeville Recorder hoisted the 
name of the Hon. Timothy M. Furlow as a 
candidate. He did not desire to run, but 
yielded to the strong pressure of friends and 
wrote a letter of acceptance, in which he de- 
clared strongly for President Davis and his 
administration. 

Mr. Furlow made no canvass. He did not 
make a single speech, nor did he go out of his 
county. 

The other candidates were Hon. Joshua 
Hill, of Morgan, and Governor Joseph BE. 
Brown, who had filled the gubernatorial chair 
three terms and was strongly urged torun the 
fourth time. 

The Atlanta Gazette put forward the name 
of Mr. Hill, stating that he would serve if 
elected, but would make no canvass. He 
represented the conservative union clement, 
and Mr. Furlow, who was a warm secessionist’ 
and a strong War man, was expested to draw 
votes from Governor Brown. 

It was a free-for-all fight, but by no means a 
lively one. The people were too much absorb- 
ed with the war to take much interest in pol- 
itics. 

The New York Herald took a deep interest

in the triangular race and predicted the elec- | 


tion of Hill. 

But the great paper made a big mistake. 

Only 64,804 votes were polled—about one- 
half of the vote in the state and the army. 

Governor Brown received 36,558, Joshua 
Hill 18,222, and Timothy Furlow 10,024. Goy- 
ernor Brown’s majority over both was 8,312. 
The army vote footed up 15,223, of which 
Brown got 10,012. 

The vote in the army was by regiments, the 
commissioned officers in each acting as mana- 
gers. Seventy-three regiments gave Brown a 
majority over both opponents of 5,801. 

It is interesting to note that among the gen- 
tlemen whom the opposition sought to bring 
out against Georgia’s war governor were Gen- 
eral A. H. Colquitt, General L. J. Gartrell, 
Judge Thomas Cabaniss and Judge Charley J. 
Jenkins, all of whom declined to make the 


race. 
Messrs. Furlow and Hill were also among

“You can readily see that it is too late for 
preconcerted action—for trying the experi- 
ment of a change in baling.’’ | 

‘Takeo this illustration of one phase of tlhe 
subject,’”’ said Colonel Maddox. “There is at 
least much donbt as to whether the insurance 
companies represented $in Atlanta will in- 
sure cotton baled in cotton cloth. 

‘‘Now, suppose a farmer should bring fifty 
bales of cotton done up in cattan cloth to At 
lanta, and thatthe companies declined to in- 
sure it, warchousemen would certainly refuse 
to advance money on uninsured cotton. | 

‘The farmer might need money badly, and 
this would be a source of tronble to. him. 
Even if the cotton should be consigned with- 
out an advance, trouble would probably arise 


in getting it shipped and soldat a distance.” | 


‘*Whatif the farmers in this section should 
decide to hold back their cotton ?’’ 

‘That would never do in the world. It 
would not only be ruinons to the business 
of the country, but if would hurt the farmers 
as much, or more, than any other class of peo- 
pic. They could not afford to pursue sach a 
suicidal course. 

‘The farmers want money and the market 
needs their cotton, and the only thing to do is 
to make the exchange as usual this year. 

‘'Tiwere is another point which I wish yon 
would impress upon the public mind. The 
more I (think about it the deeper the impres- 
sion it makes upon me, 

“Itisthis: There is danger that, if the 
doubt about using the jute bagging is not 
cleared up very soon, the farmers in Georgia 
I don’t be- 
lieve that the supply of bagging now in this. 
state would last thirty days. 

“On account of the doubt to which I have 
alluded, the merchants are not laying in large 
supplies of bagging. 

“Ofcourse the merch&nts are not going to 
buy bagging ifthe farmers don’t wantit. If 
this state of things continues much longer and 
the farmers suddenly decide to use. the usual 
bagging; the supply will fall far short of the 
demand and the farmers will not be able to 
getit at the very time that they will most 
necd it. 

‘‘The result of this delay would entail trouble 
and loss upon thn farmers and tend to block 
business generally. 

‘‘In my judgment the wisest plan for tho 
farmers of Georgia to pursue is to arrange at 
once to bale their cotton as usual and bring it 
to market.” 

Judge Rosser, of the firm of Kelly, Rosser & 
Co.. was interviewed. ‘Yes,’ said he, “we 
would take cotton on consignment baled. in 
cotton cloth—but [I don’t see why the farmers 
want to change their method of baling A 
farmer can buy jute bagging at 15 cents 
@ pound and then make a _ profit 
of six centsa bale when he sells his cotton. 
Heis paid for the weight of the bale, you 
know, bagging and all. It is trae that a 
farmer cannot make as much profit per bale 
on his bagging as he could realize. before the 
rise in the pricé of jute—but it isalso true 
that he cannot lose anything on account Of the 
present’price of bagging. 

‘Tt is too late to talk about a general change 
in baling this year.

Views of Atlanta Warehouse- 
men onthe Subject. 


Too Late in the Senson for a General Change 
of Baling~What a Prominent Fire 
Insurance Man Thinks.

The great question was talked about in its 
yarious phases all over the city. 

The Atlanta cotton season has opened, but a 
turn among the warehouses yesterday deve oped 
the fact that only a few bales have been re- 
ee yi (i to date. ‘ 
Colonel R. F. Maddox, of the firm of Mad- 
dox «& Rucker, was found at his office on Ala- 

gina street. ; : ; 

“The cotton crop in this*section,”’ said he, 
‘tg the best for years, and there has been* a 
slight increase in acreage and the yield will be 
gbout the same as iast year. , 

“What about the outlook for the crop in the 
southern states ?”’ 

“From the present outlook I should say that 
the crop will be the largest for years. 1 think 
it wiil reach 7,900,009 bales. This isa good 
year for gathering 80 far, too.”’ 

“Whatdo you think of the bagging trust 
agitation és 

“i think that it is too late in the season for 
farmers to make a change in baling their 
ytton this year. 

“The beat thing, in my judgment, for them 

is to buy the jute bagging as usual this 

r, and bring their cotton to market. 

é' true that it will cost them a few cents 

per bale this year, owing to the rise in 
price of bagging, but it is not practicable 

r them tomake achange in baling this sea- 
son. They have not the time to do so. 

“It is possible that next year, by concert of 

action among the preducers of cotton and 
those who handle it, some change in baling 
may be effected.”’ 
“Understand me,” continued Mr. Maddox, 
*‘] am as much opposed to this bagging trust 
as anybody. Ihave not the slightest interest 
in any trast. 

‘There is the cofiee trust, for instance. 

“Why don’t the farmers raise a howl against 
the big rise in coffee? How can they afford 
to drink it at twenty-two cents a pound any 
more than they can afford to pay increased 
rates for bagging ? 

“J merely mention this in passing. You see 
.the cotton season is now upon us, and all this 
agitation about bagging has been made right 
at a time when the farmeds are getting ready 
to market their cotton. Inafew weeks now 
cottou will be pouring into Atlanta at the rate 
of five hundred bales a day. 

“You can readily see that it is too late for 
preconcerted action—for trying the experi- 
ment of a change in baling.”’ 

‘Take this illustration of one phase of the 
subject,’ said Colonel Maddox. ‘‘There is at 
least much doubt as to whether the insurance 
companies represented Sin Atlanta will in- 
sure cotton baled in cotton cloth. 

‘‘Now, suppose a farmer should bring fifty 
bales of cotton done up in cottan cloth to At- 
lanta, and that the companies declined to in- 
sure it, warehousemen would certainly refuse 
to advance money on uninsured cotton. 

‘The farmer might need moey badly, and 
this would be a source of tronble to him. 
Even if the cotton should be consigned with- 
out an advance, trouble would probably arise 
in getting it shipped and sold at a distance.”’ 

‘What if the farmers in this section should 
decide to hoild back their cotton ?”’ 

‘“‘That would never do in the world. It 
would not only be ruinous to the business 
of the country, but it would hurt the farmers 
as much, or more, than any other class of peo- 
pie. They could not afford to pursue such a 
suicidal course. 

‘The farmers want money and the market 
needs their cotton, and the only thing to do is 
to make the exchange as usual this year. 

‘Tlsere is another point which I wish yon 
would impress upon the public mind. The 
more I think about it the deeper the impres- 
sioti ii makes upon me. 

“Yt isthis: There is danger that, if the 
doubt about using the jute bagging is not 
cleared up very soon, the farmers in Georgia 
cannot get it when they wantit. I don’t be- 
lieve that the supply of bagging now in this 
state would last thirty days. ; 

“On account of the doubt to which I have 
alluded, the merchants are not laying in-large 
supplies of bagging. 

“Of course the merch&nts are not going to 
buy bagging ifthe farmers don’t wantit. If 
this state of things continues much longer and 
the farmers suddenly decide touse the usual 
bagging, the supply will fall far short of the 
demand and the farmers will not be able to 
getit at the very time that they will most 
necd it. 

“The result of this delay would entail trouble 
and loss upon thn farmers and tend to block 
business generally. 

“In my judgment the wisest plan for tho 
farmers of Georgia to pursue is to arrange at 
once to bale their cotton as usual and bring it 
to market.” 

Judge Rosser, of the firm of Kelly, Rosser & 
Co.. was interviewed. ‘‘Yes,” said he, ‘‘we 
would take cotton on consignment baled in 
cotton cloth—but I don’t see why the farmers 
want to change their method of baling <A 
farmer can buy jute bagging at 15 cents 
a pound and then -make a profit 
of six centsa bale when he sells his cotton. 
Heis paidfor the weight of the bale, you 
know, bagging and all. It is trne that a 
farmer cannot make as much profit per bale 
on his bagging as he could realize before the 
rise in the price of jute—but it isalso true 
that he cannot losé anything on account of the 
present’price of bagging. 

‘Tt is too late to talk about a general change 
in baling this year. It is not practicable. 
There isno time for, concert of action—and 
trouble is sure to spring’ up without concert of 
action on the partof, producers, shippers and 
factors. oe - 

“My opinion is that the farmers had better 
stick to jute bagging this year, at least. I 
think, also, that the farmers should proceed at 
once to notify the merchants if they decide to 
use the usual bagving, because if the merchants 
are left in doubt much longer on the subject, 
the supply of bagging, when it is wanted, will 
be very short oMhe demand. 

“T do not believe,’’ continued Mr. Rosser, 
‘that all the factories in the south could man- 
ufacture and furnish enough cloth to bale the 
crop this year even if they devoted their time 
éxciusively to that work.’’ 

‘In years to come,” said he, 
might rise from the use of cotton cloth for 
valing purposes. It would require an enor- 
mous pumber of bales to make the cloth to 
cover the crop, and this fact would tend to 
raise the price of cotton.” 

Mr. Samnel Meyer, with Kelly, Rosser & 
Co., said-—-‘‘ Jute bagging, for baling purposes, 
fis cheaper than cotton cloth, ior the reason 
that it would take just twice as much cloth as 
bagging to the bale on account of the thinness 
and weakness of the former. 
ging is required to the bale, andgit would re- 
guire at least twelve yards of cotton cloth— 
two layers to the bale,and even then the hooks 
would tearit, and the loss of cotton from each 
bale would be considerable. It will be found 
that jute bagging isthe cheapest and the best 
for bailing cotton. That indeedis the rea- 
son why it came into almost universal use in 
the southern states years ago ”’ 

A member of the Southwestern Tariff asso- 
ciation, and one of the most prominent fire 
Insurance menin the south, remarked yes- 

erday: 

‘The sayso of the Raleigh insurance men, 
as reported -in Tug ConstiTruTIOoN, does not 
amountto anything. They are simply lacal 
agents, and have not the power to refuse to 
dnsure cotton baled in cotton cloth. Tho truth 
is, we had rather insure cotton cloth than jute 
bagving, because the latter is far more in- 
Nanimable.”

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SCENES OF SENSUOUS BEAUTY. 


Interesting People Who Loiter Their Hours 
Away in the Tropics. 

Hindoos, coolies; men, women and chil- 
pren—standing, walking or sitting in the sun, 
under the shadowing of the palms. Men 
squatting, with their hands clasped over their 
black knees, steadily observe you from under 
their white turbans—very steadily with a 
slight scowl. All these Indian faceshave the 
same set, stern expression, the same knitting 
of the brows; and the keen, strong gaze is not 
altogether pleasant. It borders upon hostili- 
ty; itis the look of measurement physical and 
moral. In the mighty swarming of India these 
have learned the full meaning and force of 
life’s law as we occidentals rarely learn it. 
Under the dark forehead with its fixed frown 
the eye glitters like a serpent’s. 

Nearly all wear the same Indian dress, the 
thickly folded turban, usually white, white 
drawers reaching but hali-way down the 
thigh, leaving the knees and legs bare, and 
white jacket. A few don long blue robes and 
wear a colored head dress. These are baba- 
gees, priests. AJi the men look tall; they are 
lithe, very slender, small boned. but the limbs 
are well turned. They are grave, talk in low 
tones and seldom smile. ‘Those you see with 
very haevy, full beards} are_probably Mussul- 
mans; they have their mosques and the cry 
of the muezzin sounds thrice daily over the 
vast cane fields. Some shave—Buddhists or 
followers of Hindooism—but the children of 
Islam never. Very comely some of the wo- 
men are in their close clinging, soft robes and 
tantalizing veils, a costume leaving shoulders, 
arms and anldes bare. The dark arm is al- 
ways tapered and rounded; the silver circled 
ankle always elegantly Knit to the light, 
straight foot. Many of ‘these slim girls, 
whether standing or walking or in repose, pre- 
sent perpetually studies of grace; their attitude 
when erect always suggests lightness and sup- 
pleness, like the poise of a perfect dancer. 

A coolie mother passes, carrying at her hip 
a very pretty naked baby. It has exquisite 
delicacy of limb; its tiny ankley are circled by 
thin bright silyer rings, it looks like a little 
bronze statuette, a statue of Kama, the Indian 
Eros. The mother’s arms are covered -from 
elbow to wrist with silver bracelets, some 
tliat and decorated, others course, round, 
smooth, with ends hammered into the formiof 
viper heads. She has large flowers of gold in 
her ears, a smal! gold flower in her very deli- 
cate nose. This nose ornament does not seem 
absurd; on these dark skins the effect is, on 
the contrary, pleasing, although bizarre. All 
this jewelry is pure metal; itis thus the cool- 
ies carry their savings; they do not learn 
to trust the banks until they become rich. 

There is a Woman going to market,a very 
little woman; is she a Chinoblanco—a 
coolie ora Malay half breed? I donot know. 
She represents a type I have never seen —be- 
fore, She wears one loose soft white gurment, 
leaving arms, ankles and part of back and 
bosom exposed, like a low cut sleeveless chem- 
ise, but lesslong. Her whole figure is 
rounded, compact, admirably knit, and her 
walk is indiscribably light, supple, graceful. 
Lut her face is queer; itis an oriental grotes- 
que, a. Chinese dream, oblique eyes and blue 
black brows and hair, very high and broad 
cheek bones. Singular as itis, this face has 
veritable beaute du diable; itis a very young 
and very fresh face, and the uncommonly long, 
black, silky lashes give her gaze a very pleas- 
ing, velvety expression. Still, the most re- 
markable peculiarty she has is her color of a 
finie ripe lemon.

BIRMINGHAM’S BREAK. 


A Rigid Quarantine Against 
| Atlanta, 


. 
Based on a Romor That There Are Two 
Cases of Yellow Fever in This City, 
Birmingham Shuts Up. 

Birmingham has quarantined against At- 
lanta. ht 

Of course, this is Birmingham’s business, 
but Atlanta is a very healthy town to interdict. 
It is not denied that there are now, as there 
have been since the first days of the yellow 
fever scare in Jacksonville, a large number of 
Florida refugees in this city, and they are still 
coming as fast as they can getaway. But this 
fact should not have induced Birmingham to 
quarantine against this city. 

In the first place, no Florida refugee who has 

once breathed the pure ozone that Atlanta 
ever has on draught would think of going to 
Birmingham, and Atlantians will only visit 
that city when business demands it. In the 
second place, Birmingham’s quarantine against 
Atlanta is based on nothing but a rumor that 
there were two cases of yellow fever in this 
city. 
This is a rumor that has no foundation in 
fact, and should have had no weight with the 
Birmingham health authorities. If they 
had kept themselves informed as to the 
condition of affairs in Atlanta by 
reading Tur Constitution, they would 
have known that the city was never in a more 
cleanly condition. They would have known 
that under the vigorous policy of the board of 
health, aided by a sufficient amount of money, 
this city has been thoroughly scoured up. 
They would have known that while 
Atlanta has kept open house for everybody, 
Floridians included, the a of health has 
carefully inspected all trains Trom the south 
and has also provided a hospital, which would 
have been in use if any of the refugees had 
shown symptoms of yellow jack. 

The Birmingham officials have probably 
done what they considered for the best inter- 
ests of their city, but in quarantining against 
Atlanta they have shut themselves out from

der they will be forced to hire extra crews for 
all their trains, as no one who has been in At- 
lanta within twenty days will be allowed to 
enter Birmingham, Here is THE CoNsTITU- 
TION’s special, giving a full report of tho situ- 
ation from a Birmingham standpoint: 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., August 30.—(Special.}—To- 
night Birmingham and Atlanta are almost as widely 
separated as though an ocean rolled between thei. 
At noon today, at the suggestion of the board 
health, Mayor Lane declared a quarantine agaigat 
Atlanta, and instructed the officers to rigidly en- 
force it. No person who hes been in Atlanta within 
twenty days will be allowed to enter or pass ae 
the city. The mayor notified the officers of the 
Georgia Pacific railroad that no train crews from 
Atlanta would be allowed to enter this city and no 
crew from this city could goto Atlanta and return. 
This will cause the Georgia Pacific much expense 
and trouble, as crews will have to be changed at 
some meeting point between the cities. This will 
make it necessary to employ a double force of train 
crews. The quarantine was declaréd on account of 
the number of Florida refugees now in Atlanta and 
the fact that they continue to arrive there, It was 
also reported here today that there were two cases of 
yellow fever in Atlanta. 

What Dr. Baird Says. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter notified Dr. Baird 
of the fact that Birmingham had decided to 
boycott Atlanta, and asked the gentieman 
what he had to say. 

“TJ think Birmingham is rather hasty in 
quarantining against Atlanta, for there is not 
even a suspicion of yellow fever in Atlanta. 
It is true that there area number of yellow 
fever refugees in Atlanta, but they are as 
healthy as the rest of our population.” 

‘You are still maintaining a strict inspec- 
tion of trains coming into Atlanta, are you 
pot?”’ 

“Oh, yes; but you know there has been very 
little travel from Florida points recently, ow- 
ing to the orders of Surgeon General Hamil- 
ton, but everybody can rest assured that any 
suspicious cases would be at once taken care of 
and that there is no more danger from yellow 
fever in Atlanta than there has been hereto- 
fore, and it must be admitted that this amounts 
to none at all.’”’ 

“Have you had any correspondence with the 
Birmingham health authorities ?’’ 

‘Yes, indeed. I have notified them that I 
would keep them fully informed of everything 
that developed regarding the yellow fever, 
and I would certainly have giventhem any 
information asked.”’ 

‘‘You see, doctor, that this dispatch states 
that there are said to be twocases of yellow 
fever in Atlanta.” 

‘There is not a word of truth in that rnmor, 
for itis nothing else. If there was any yellow 
fever in Atlanta I would have heard of it, I 
think, and I want to say that this statement is 
false.’’ 

“Then, there is no good reason for Birming- 
ham’s action, is there ?’’ 

“This matter of quarantiningis something 
that every city must decide for itself, and Bir- 
mingham, of course, has a perfect right to 
“quarantine if she thinks best, but I do not 
believe that there is any danger to be feared 
from Atlanta.’”’ 

The Board of Health. 

In this connection it is proper to refer to the 
present excellent sanitary condition of the eity 
of Atlanta, and the board of health is entitled 
tothe credit for this. 

The council, appreciating the necessity for a 
thorough cleaning up and an increase of the 
health department force, gaye the board a fund 
of $5,000, and the whole subject is covered 
when it is stated that is being wisely used. 

The city has been thoroughly cleaned, and 
the additional force of inspectors, in charge of 
Chief Inspector Veal, has been vigilant 
in the discharge of its duty. De- 
caying garbage and fever-producing 
filth is not allowed to accumulate 
and poison the air. Disinfectants are liberally 
used wherever needed, and there is nothing 
miserly about the health department’s work. 

The work of sanitation is thoroughly sys- 
tematized, the city having been divided into 
six districts, each district having its inspector 
and a sufficient number of garbage carts to 
take care of the refuse. 

The board of health is entitled to credit for 
their work. It has been promptly and thor- 
oughly done, and it is certain that Atlanta 
will maintain her reputation for health so long 
as present methods prevail. 

he confidence of the people of Atlanta in 
the board of health was fully demonstrated 
some weeks ago. Previous to the announce- 
ment that the board had been furnished with 
funds for sanitary purposes and _ that 
they would adopt every possible  pre- 
caution to preserye the health of At- 
lanta, there were many people who 
openly criticised the policy of permitting the 
Jacksonville refugees to come to Atlanta with- 
out question or restriction. But from the date 
of the publication of the programme adopted 
by the board of health, all such talk has been 
at a discount. In fact, it has been voted a 
chestnut. And this shows a confidence in the 
board of health that has certainly not been 
misplaced. 

Atlanta is still wide open and the Florida 
refugee is welcome.

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SEEN ON THE BEECH. 


The Boston Leg and the Southern Leg—What 
a Correspondent Saw. 
From the New York Sun. 

The Boston leg lends an intellectual tone to the 
beech display at the pier, but it can only be distin- 
guished by those who have seen thousands of pairs 
at Nantasket, where it rulessupreme. It also is a 
thin leg, but it is not to be dismissed with a word in 
that way. Neither does it deserve the cheap witti 
cism that it provoked in the girl who said that ‘‘the 
ladies of Boston keep their garters up by pinning 
them to their stockings.’’ Asa matter of fact, the 
leg of an adult Boston woman has all the symmetry 
of the perfect leg at sixteen years of age. It has a 
distinct calfand the ankle of a deer. It shines 
when not contrasted with bigger legs, especially as 
it is always seen in chaste and prim trousers of blue 
flannel and stockings of black silk. The foot of the 
boston girl is usually small, and its whole etlect is 
one of modesty, delicacy combined 
with strength and confidence. No leg 
on any beach in the country is more trim and neat 
or more self-assertive than that of Boston. It has 
seldom been seen above the knee, but glimpses of 
hundreds of Boston knees this summer place those 
members, and consequently the whole Boston leg, 
far above the western and southern leg. 

There is no nub or shoulder to the Boston knee. 
Thatis a great criterion. The knee should not 
protrude beyond the face oftheleg.

| THE BANANA TRUST. 


A New Line of Business ‘‘Trust- 
ed’’ and Bound. 


The Central American Fruit Crop “Trusted” 
by New Orleans Merchants—How the 
Combine Was Effected. 


The banana trust is the latest. 


*various kinds {fs being pushed to its utmost 
limit, and now the tropical froit men have 
made a combine, and the consumers will be 
unable to get a single banana or plantain save 
through the courtesy of the trust, which was 
organized in New Orleans this week. 

A few days ago a circular was sent to all the 
fruit men in the country calling them to a*se- 
cret conference in New Orleans. It was 
signed by six of the largest fruit houses in 
that city. One of these cirenlars, addressed 
to a fruit dealer in Montgomery, Ala., feil 
into the hands of a traveling correspond- 
ent of Tae Constirutron, and with true 
journalistic instinct, he bent his steps toward 
the crescent city, and scooped in all the news. 

There are seventeen steamers engaged in the 
tropical fruit business plying into New Orloans. 
These steamers touch at every Central Ameri- 
can port, and come into New Orleans laden 
with the wealth of both mainland and island. 
Five steamers arrive in port each week, and 
the cargoes on each varies from fifteen to 
twenty-five car loads of bananas, besides great 
quantities of plantains. Besides these, there 
are received live to ten cargoes 
of cocoa nuts. Seme idea of the value 
of this business may be gained from the state- 
ment that a profit of $20,000 may be made of a 
single cargo. 

This fruit, thus delivered in New Orleans, 
makes that city the great tropical emporium 
for the northwest. Mobileis subservient to 
New Orleans, Savannah derivesits supplies 
from Charleston, but now that asix months’ 
quarantine, beginning in April, destroys the 
importance of Charleston asa tropical fruit 
market, that city receives its supplies 
overland from New Orleans. This gives New 
Orleans the monopoly of the business, and 
from that point dealers in St. Louis, Chicago, 
Cincinnati, and ail northwestern territory, are 
supplied. 

The leading New Orleans fruit men, repre- 
senting a combined capital of ten million dol- 
lars, have formed a trust, and will purchase 
the entire offerings of the tropical steamers. 
They will then fix prices to suit themselves, 
and have for correspondents in other cities 
only those whom they select. 

The house of which*Mr. Phipps is the head 
is in control of this new movement. $6,000,000 
has been advanced by London capitalists to 
build railroads in Honduras and elsewhere 
so as to concentrate the fruit market at certain 
selected shipping points. 

This trust is intended eventually to cover 
the orange trade, and, in fact, the entire cir- 
cuit of tropical products. 

So, when you peel your banana, recollect 


that the hand of the trust is upon you!

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, August 30—While all other exchanges 
in the country opened wheat lowerthis morning, 
prices were rather steadier and slightly advanced 
on the board of trade here.

RAILROAD NOTES. 
The Rate Committee Adjourns 
Last Night, 


Birmingham’s Quarantine and How it Will 
Affect the Georgia Pacifice—What Mr. 
Aveilhe Says~—-Brief Mention. 


Aside from the loss of travel to Florida, 
which will certainly make itself apparent in 
the earnings of nearly all southern roads, busi- 
ness for the past month has been very good. 
All roads, without exception, report a fine 
August business, particularly in freight lines, 
and, judging from this fact, Atlanta mer- 
chants are anticipating a heavy fall trade. 

Passenger travel this season has been better 
than for many years, and August returns will 
make a fine showing comparatively with 1887, 
and also in its share of the total business for 


sirable points and the railroads in several in- 
stances have given liberal advantages to 
tourists and the general traveling public. The 
ycliow fever epidemic in Jacksonville may cut 
the fall business somewhat, and it is now re- 
garded by railroad men as a serious blow to 
the usually large winter travel of northern 
tourists to the land of flowers. 

Explaining the Situation. 
Mr. A. A. Aveilhe, assistant superintendent 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western, was in 
the city yesterday, and was asked by a Con- 
STITUTION reporter if he had anything to say 
in regard to the strictures upon his road, made 
by speakers at the meeting of Floridians a day 
or twoago. In reply Mr. Aveithe said: 
“There isa great misunderstanding as to 
the position of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western in this matter. Onur present rules 
were ordered in force by Surgeon General 
Hamilton, who has entire charge of quaran- 
tine matters. Our road is bound to regard 
these orders and should not be blamed for 
what the surgeon general considers a necessa- 
ry moagure.”’ 

‘‘What are the rules governing passenger 
travel out of Jacksonville now?” 

“Anybody can buy a ticket to points north 
of the danger line, which runs from Wilming- 
ton, N. C.,to Memphis, Tenn. Passengers 
who buy these tickets go forward without de- 
lay. Those who wish to stop in Georgia, or 


government camp and remain a certain num- 
ber of days before they will be permitted to 
leave the state for such points. This is the 
situation in a nutshell. We are running 
freights south, but have only kept our north 
bound passenger train on in order to carry the 
mails. The other Florida railroads and the 
Clyde steamers have virtually gone out of bus- 
iness, but the Savannah, Florida and Western 
is still running, subject, of course, to any or- 
ders the health authorities give us.”’ 

‘There was probably a misunderstanding of 
this matter,’’ said the reporter.

When the people un- 
derstand this the Savannah, Floridaand West- 
ern will not be criticised by anyoue.”’

Foots Up $357,863,331. 


Which Makes a Net Gain of $15,258,002 Over 
Last Year—The State Has Grown #123,- 
000,000 Richer in Nine Years. 


The digests from all of the counties in the 
state have been received at the comptroller 
general’s office. 

The property in the aggregate returned by 
the 137 counties is Georgia sam up $327 ,865,331. 

But this does not include the property re- 
turned by the taxable railroads in the state, 
which will aggregate $29,000,600. 

This makes Georgia’s property return foot 
up the snugsum of $357,863,331. 

There is upwards of $30,000,000 of railroad 
property in Georgia which is non-taxable. The 
Central, the Southwestern, §the Augusta and 
Savannah and the Western and Atlantic roads 
are exempt from taxation. 

The digests from all of the countiesshow a 
net increase over last year of $11,258,002, and 
the net gain in railroad property returned will 
amount $4,000,000, which runs up the aggre- 
gate net increase for the last fiscal year to 
$15,258,008. 

In 1879, just nine years ago, the digest 
showed the property in Georgia to be $225,- 
085,419 and the railroads returned the same 
year $9,868,129. 

So that, in nine years, Georgia has gained 
about $120,000,000 in taxable propertyeon the 
digest, and $20,000,000 in taxable railroad 
property. 

In other words, the the state of Georgia is 
richer by about one hundred and twenty-three 
millions of dollars than she was nine years 
ago.

The Consideration of the Wilson 
Bill Postponed Until Tuesday. 


THE DEBATE IN HOUSE AND SENATE. 
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The Fitzsimmons Case and That of the 
Postmaster at Dunwoedy — Judge 
Stewart on the Bagging Trust. 


Wasuineton, August %31.—[Special.}—At 
the repubtican caucus at the residence of Sen- 
ator Edmunds last night, talk of adjournment 
was revived, and itis now said, if the pro- 
gramme agreec upon at the caucus can be car- 
ried out, it is possible for congress to adjourn 
by the 20th of September. 

In fact, Mr. Ingalis predicts an adjournment 
on that date, for if the tariff bill, which is to 
be reported in ten days, should be discussed 
for a short time and then left on the calendar 
until December, there would be no trouble 
about a comparatively early adjournment. 

Theappropriation Wi are in such shape 
that should congress now work upon them rap- 
idly they could be put through tn less than. a 
week. 

But there is no sign of any unusual activity 
and, further, there is a desire among the demo 
cratic senators to talk upon the tariff them- 
selves. The republicans haying turned mf 
sonate into a mill to grind out campaign mae 
terial by abusing the president, revamping the 
stale stories of alleged southern outrages, ete., 

.itis proposed that the democrats say some- 
thing about the republicans and their hand- 
ling of the subject of customs duties. Senator 
Beck will probably open the diseussion and he 
will be followed by Senator Vest and others. 
This will, of course, occupy many days. 

There were only twenty-two senators pres- 
ent at the caucus last night. Most of the ab- 
sent ones are those opposed to the senate bring- 
ing forth any tariff billatall. Thus it will be 
seen that the diifering republicans are not yet 
Aogether. An adjournment by the tenth or 
fifteenth of October is both possible and. 
probable. 

BYNUM GOEFS TO INDIANA, 

Representative Bynum left for Indiana to- 
day to participate in the campaign, which will 

open next week. He willspeak on Monday 
night to a convention of laboring men at In- 
dianapolis. 

Mr. Bynum says he will not return to Wash- 
ington this session unless his presence is abso- 
dutely necessary. 

THERE ARK MANY ABSENTEES. 

Notwitbstanding the call for the return of 
absentees issued last Saturday, there is barely 
& quorum of members of the house ia the city. 
As many have been granted leave of absence 
since the call was made as have returned on 
that account. It is feared that tomorrow when 
the president’s fisheries message comes up 
there will not be a quorum present. If this 
proves correct, more stringent measures will 
be taken to secure the presence of absentees, 
and if they no not return when orded by tele- 
graph, deputy sergeant-at-arms will be sent 
out to arrest and bring them in. 

A CHANGE IN THE PLEAS. 

The original design of calling up the fish- 
eries matter in the house tomorrow and éon- 
tinuing it until disposed of has been changed. 
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is a most important one, and if discussion of it 
lo altery 


is continued without interruption it can prob- 
ably be disposed of tomorrow. ‘Then Monday 
is suspension day, and so, all things consider- 
ed, itis deemed best to postpone the begin- 
ing of soimportant a debate until Tuesday, 
by which time the track will have been cleared, 
and the measure can go through without de- 
lay. 

The debate is likely to oceupy several days, 
«and itmay be the whole of next week. The 
republicans design making whatever campaign 
material is possible out of the matter and the 
democrats wil! see to it that a Roland is given 
for every Oliver. 

Mr. Phelps, of New Jersey, is expected to 


voice the views of Mr. Blaine on the subject. 
He is at al! times in intimate communication 
with the Maine leader, and the fisheries ques- 
tion is one that Mr. Blaine regards himself as 
being especially the masta of. 

The debate in the senate will also continue 
several days yet, and altogether the republi- 
cans in the hodtse may be expected to continue 
to harp upon the fisheries question until the 
Way of the Maine election so, if possible, to in- 
finence the vote in that state against the ade 
ministration fisheries policy. 

SENATOR BROWN ON ADJOURNMENT. 

Senator Brown said today he thought both 
parties would wear out by the first of October, 
and would then adjourn. He says it will be 
impossible to keep a quorum of members pres- 
ent after the passage of the appropriation bills, 
and congress will then have to adjourn, as no 
business can be transacted. He thinks the 
republicans are very anxious to adiourn now, 
and if the democrat€ made a proposition to 
that effect they would eagerly accept but they 
Cannot themselves make the proposition on 
account of being pledged to bring in a tariff 
bill. 

THAT DUNWOODY POSTMASTERSHIP. 

When Judge Stewart received the petition 
from DeKalb county the other day, asking the 
removal of Postinaster Trimble, at Daunweody, 
he immediately sent it to the second assistant 
postmaster-genera!, asking him to look into 
he matter. Judge Stewart, however, wrote 

hat he knew nothing about the matter, and 
would leave it in the bands of the department. 

When Tue Constitution came today, with 
Mr. Trimble’s interview, Judge Stewart im- 
mediately went to the department to li quire 
into the matter. Iie was there notified that 
aninspector willbe sent down at once to 
©xamine into the grave charges brought 
against Mr. Trimble in the petition. After 
examining the petition today Judge Stewart 
Baid: . 

“I find that the petition toappoint Mrs. Bea- 
vers, and the petition to have the office placed 
in the hands of Mrs. Beavers, are in the same 
covering and appear as on@, but under differ- 
ent captions. ‘The one asking the appointment 
of Mrs, Beavers is signed by about 244° names 
- ud the other contains about 30 or 40.” 
_vudge Stewart said he would not have any- 
tning to do with the matter, but leave it 
Cutirely in the hands of the department.
